is to be found the best of water and 
excellent pastures.

Minnesota as a dairy state has been 
the means of calling merited atten­ 
tion to our commonwealth as a de­ 
sirable location for the sturdy c it i­ 
zen seeking a soil and climate pro­ 
ductive not only 
of 
wealth, 
but 
health as well. 
W hile 
thousands 
have come in the past fe w years to 
enjoy the manifold blessings vouch­ 
safed in Northern 
Minnesota, yet, 
when wre consider that only half of 
the tillable area of the state is un­ 
der cultivation it can readily be seen 
that there are 
yet 
thousands 
of 
broad acres only awaiting the magic 
touch of the intelligent husbandman 
to bring bountiful results. 
In 1906 
our state produced in grains $103,- 
188,241.00, and the value 
of 
tile 
dairy products and eggs amounted to 
$17,564,246.93, or a total for that 
year of over one hundred and fifty 
million dollars. 
This is mentioned 
to show' what a vast annual return of 
wealth wre may expect when our now 
uncultivated and much of it untax- 
able lands, are in fertil farms. The

Land there which in 
the earlier periods sold for from $5 
to $15 per acre now' commands from 
$50 to $60 per acre and dairying was 
the lever which caused the change. 
Our markets are never over supplied 
with cream or good butter and prices 
have been renumerative for several 
years and promise to remain so.

large enough supply of hay to carry 
a large dairy herd through the w in­ 
ter months, but this difficulty w ill 
soon disappear when farmers move 
extensively grow' clover and alfalfa. 
Some w ill say that alfalfa cannot be 
grown here, but w'e know from ex­ 
perience that it can, and there is 
nothing better as a food for milk pro­ 
duction as 
it contains, 
pound 
for 
pound, as much protein 
as 
wii^at 
bran. The experimental stations and 
the most experienced 
dairymen 
of 
the country pronounce alfalfa hay 
alone a balanced ration for dairy 
cows, and as it can be grow'n in this 
county the 
t Nihilities 
of dairying 
here are bright beyond measure. 
As an indication of what may be 
accomplished here let me cite wiiat 
has been done by the 
farmers 
in 
M ille Lacs county, which a few' years 
ago was a wilderness of timber and 
brush lands and a soil 
similar 
to 
ours.

W ith the opportunity to get cheap 
lands in a state offering such possi- 
I butties the

development of this section. 
Let our 
brethern of less fruitful climes, es­ 
pecially the renting class of the older 
states, come to a land where Dame

Four for Last Y e a r— Mistaken for a 


Deer and Shot by Companion Lead 


as Reasons fo r Casualties. 


Chicago, Dee. I.—The hunting sea­ 
son of BHO, which closed Wednesday, 
cost 113 lives. 
This is considerably 
more than were killed during any pre- J 
vious season of which there is any 
record. 
The loss of life in HH)!) was 
eighty - s o y en. in 
190S 
fifty-seven, in 
1907 eighty and in 1906 seventy four. 
The number of injured this season, 
however, is less than a year ago; only 
eighty-one have been hurt this year, ! 
against 104 for the season of 1909. 
It is likely th e death list this year , 
will be considerably increased later by , 
reason of 
fatal termination 
in Hie 
cases of many of the injured. 
“ Mistaken for a deer” and "shot by 
a companion” continue to lead as the 
reason for the shooting of hunters. It 
is small wonder there are so many j 
cases of hunters being mistaken for 
game, as in some states the forests 
practically are alive with hunters (lur- j 
ing the season. 
The state game war­ 
den of Michigan estimated that there 
were no less than 21,000 hunters in 
the upper peninsula this year 
Carelessness in 
the 
handling 
of ; 
guns was responsible for most of Hie j 
cases where hunters shot themselves, j 
One hunter near Mellen. VNM s.. prob­ 
ably would have been lynched had In1 
been caught. 
He shot and killed City 
Clerk Olson of Abbotsford, apparent­ 
ly thinking him an animal. Olson was 
walking along a road when a man 
came out of the forest and pointed a 
gun at him. 


Shot H im and Then Fled. 


Oleson threw 
up his hands and 
shouted, but the man shot him in the 
lung and fled. 
Oleson died soon after- j 
ward, but was able to give an account j 
of the shooting to his companions as 
they came up. 
Bloodhounds wt re ob 
j 
tallied and a posse organized, but no 
trace of the hunter could be found. 
A pathetic incident in connection 
with the accidental shooting of a com- i 
panion happened in Michigan. 
While 
hunting near Dryberg Samuel Smith 
was killed by his cousin, True Smith I 
As some companions started to carry ! 
the body home they came across True 
Smith with his head shattered by a 
load of buckshot. 
In a pocket was a 
note explaining th at it was he who 
had shot Samuel, and to atone for his 
carelessness he had killed himself. 
The fall hunting season in the upper 
peninsula of Michigan has been pro- 1 
duetive of thirty-five casualties, of 
which thirteen have resulted fatally. 
This record is believed to be the most 
gruesome in the history of this region. 
Prior to the opening of the twenty- 
day i>eriod during which the slaughter 
of deer is j>ermitted there had been 
registered a total of twenty accidents. 
of which six had a fatal outcome. The 
deer season—from Nov. IO to 30— 
has added fifteen casualties to the list, 
and of these the consequences have 
been mortal in seven cases. 
In one instance a man who was seat­ 
ed in a tree watching for deer was 
mistaken for a hear, and was shot and 
killed.
